The proposition of Senator S. F. Al­ 
derman of Brainerd to lim it the num ­ 
ber of saloons in a town to one for 
500 p e o p l e 'aroused* an earnest discus­ 
sion in the senate, but no action was 
taken. 
Senator S. A. Nelson wanted 
to amend the bill so th at it will apply 
to saloons now established. 
The 
effect 
of 
Senator 
Nelson's 
am endm ent would be to reduce the 
present num ber of saloons in any 
town to one for 400, thus compelling 
cities which have more than the limit 
to reduce the number within a short 
time. 
Senator W. W. Dunn of St. Paul 
said th at the adoption of the amend­ 
m ent would reduce the num ber of 
present licenses 63 per cent over the 
whole state. 
' R epresentatives of the various ex­ 
press companies appeared before the 
house com m ittee on express, telegraph 
and telephone and told their troubles. 
The occasion was the two bills, one 
cutting rates and the other increasing 
their gross earnings tax. 
R. E. Olds of St. Paul, as attorney 
for the companies, showed th at two 
years ago a cut of about 25 per cent 
had been 
made in rates, and he 
claimed th at after this the companies 
were making no money on their intra­ 
state business. 
In fact, according to 
Als figures, the United States Express 
company had lost $2,000 on its busi­ 
ness in this state and the others had 
about the same records. 
The trading stam p game was char­ 
acterized as a hold-up by New York 
concerns by several speakers th at ap­ 
peared before the house com m ittee on 
commerce and retail trade in support 
of the Lennon bill, which seeks to 
prohibit this kind of gift enterprises.

High Social Position of Many of the 


Apprehended Women Proves Source 
of Worry to the British AOthoritiee. 


Three Expeditions Started by the 


Women Are Finally Dispersed by 


the Police. 


London, Feb. 25.—Every effort of 
the suffragettes to force the hand of 
the governm ent becomes more deter­ 
mined, and it is increasingly difficult 
to predict how their demands may be 
successfully 
parried. 
The 
situation 
has taken on an em barrassing aspect 
for the government, owing to the high 
social position of many among some 
thirty or more women Just arrested, 
these including Mrs. Pethick Law­ 
rence, Lady Constance Lytton, sister 
of Lord Lytton and daughter of the 
form er viceroy of India; Miss S trat­ 
ford Dougdale, daughter of Comman­ 
der Dougdale and cousin of Hon. Will­ 
iam R. W. Peel, who was elected Tues­ 
day in a bye-election as member of 
the house of commons for Taunton; 
Miss Daily Solomon, daughter of the 
ex-premier of Cape Colony, and Mrs. 
C atherine Elizabeth Corgett, an aristo­ 
cratic supporter of the suffragette 
movement. 
Both sides were well prepared for I 
the attem pt on the part of the suffra­ 
gettes to force them selves on Pre­ 
m ier Asquith, who had declined by 
letter to receive a deputation. 
The 
women held ‘‘parliam ent” at Caxton 
hall, and a number of them started 
on “danger duty” in a solid phalanx, 
led by Mrs. Lawrence. 


Police Break Up Procession. 
The police, abandoning form er tac­ 
tics of barling the approach to the 
house of commons, adopted the new 
plan of breaking up the procession 
close to Caxton hall. 
The women 
w ere not given much chance to create 
a disturbance, although they were al­ 
lowed to come within close proximity 
of parliam ent. 
The police, however, 
kept them contiually on the move and 
none was allowed access to the build­ 
ing. 
Finally several women, including 
Mrs. 
Lawrence, 
the 
leader, 
were 
placed under arrest. 
W ord of the reception of this depu­ 
tation defog brought to Caxton hall, 
much excitem ent ensued and 
Mrs. 
Saul Solomon volunteered to lead a 
second delegation to the house. This 
in effect m et the sam e fate, hut led 
to more exciting street scenes and a 
much larger num ber of arrests. A 
third attem pt was then organized at 
the hall, hut this tim e th e destination 
of the deputation was Brooks club, 
w here th e prem ier was dining. 
N ear St. Jam es palace a large body 
of police descended upon the proces­ 
sion, which was compelled to break 
ranks and several more arrests were 
made. 
Only two or three of the wo­ 
men reached the doors of the club, 
w here they were intercepted by the 
police and compelled to abandon the 
enterprise.

RICH ORE FIND 
MAY DELAY PLANS 


Sight of Proposed Town of Cros­ 
by may be Changed Because 
of Rich Iron Find 


HAD BIG CLASS 


ANOTHER COMPANY IS BORN 


Dakota Iron Company Organized 
at Fargo to Hold Iron Lands 
on Cuyuna Range 


The finding of a rich body of ore al­ 
most on the edge of the land cleared 
for the proposed town of Crosby# on 12- 
46-29, at the west end of Serpent Lake, 
may compel the changing of the town 
site. 
It was thought by Mr. Crosby 
when he secured the site for his town 
that it was far enough from the “ lens 
of ore discovered on section 11 so that 
it would not be underlaid by an ore 
body 
according to the statem ent of 
John H. Hill# of Duluth, one of the 
owners of the west half of southwest 
of section 11, one of the properties be­ 
ing drilled by Gaylord & Guth for Mr. 
Crosby and his associates. 
Since the 
work of clearing the town site was 
commenced, 
however, 
the 
Rogers 
Drown Ore Co., which has the east half 
of the northeast quarter of 11, and the 
Crosby interests have been putting 
down some union holes along the line 
between sections 11 and 22. 
In these 
holes they found ore of good quality 
within 200 feet of the proposed plat. It 
has therefore been determined to drill 
the townsite carefully before platt’ng, 
as Mr. Crosby does not wish to have his 
town suffer the fate of some of the 
Messaba range towns, which have had 
to be abandoned because of mining 
operations. 
Mr. Hill states that Mr. Crosby will 
grade the streets, put in cement side­ 
walks and make other improvements 
before putting any of the lots of his 
new town on the market. 
At present 
Mr. Crosby is in Chicago to attend the 
national convention of cement workers 
and :to consult Thomas A. Edison re­ 
garding the erection of “ all cement” 
houses in the new town and it is al­ 
together probable that a number of 
them will be erected by the townsite 
company as soon as the town is platted. 
Mr. HiLl also stated that the Crosby 
interests would commence work soon 
on the shaft for the Keating mine, as 
the property owned by Keating Haley 
(the w£ of thenel of 11) will be known. 
The drilling on this property is being 
rapidly pushed with four drills. 
While 
the presence of a body of rich ore worth 
working has been proved the entire ore 
body is not yet defined and this must 
be done before the shaft is located. 
Mr. Hill was on his way home from 
Fargo, N. D., where he had been to as­ 
sist in the organization of the Dakota 
Iron Company, which will be a holding 
company having about 700 acres in 46- 
29, and which Mr. Hill says they ex­ 
pect to lease for exploration in the near 
future. 
Mr. Hill is very enthusiastic 
over the future of the Cuyuna range 
and says that the new town of Crosby 
will doubtless be the leading town on 
that part of the range as it will have 
several good mines tributary to it and 
it will also have the handsomest lo­ 
cation of any of the towns on the 
range. 
Among the improvements to 
be made before the lots are sold will be 
a wharf on Serpent lake. 
There is a steady increase in the 
number of iron men and other land 
seekers visiting 
Brainerd and 
the

predict that the population of Crow 
Wing county will double between the 
1905 and the 1910 census.

$4.00 per hundred. This profit may be I 
considered good in hog raising in any 
section, even where corn is grown 
abundantly. 
It is possible in this section of the 
state by the use of clover pasture and 
skim milk, and by having the pigs 
come early in the spring and disposing 
of them as soon as they can be fattened 
after the pasture season in the fall, to 
raise pigs as profitable as anywhere in 
the state. The increased demand for 
choice bacon makes this subject of rais­ 
ing bacon pigs in connection with dairy­ 
ing in this section of Minnesota a mat­ 
ter worthy of consideration. 
The chief point to remember in rais­ 
ing pigs in this section of the state is 
that about the only feed that profit 
can be realized from is clover pasture 
and skim milk. The expensive grains 
will only finish the product that has 
been grown on the inexpensive pasture 
and by-product of the dairy. There­ 
fore aim to have the pigs come in early 
spring, and have a good pasture ready 
for them when they are ready for pas­ 
ture.

RICH ORE FIND 
MAY DELAY PUNS 


Sight of Proposed Town of Cros­ 
by may bo Changed Because 
of Rich Iron Find 


HAD BIG CLASS 


ANOTHER COMPANY IS BORN 


Dakota Iron Company Organized 
at Fargo to Hold Iron Lands 
on Cuyuna Rang* 
The finding of a rich body of ore al­ 
most on the edge of the land cleared 
for the proposed town of Crosby, on 12- 
46-29, at the west end of Serpent Lake, 
may compel the changing of the town 
site. It was ’ thought by Mr. Crosby 
when he secured the site for his town 
that it was far enough from the ‘Mens" 
of ore discovered on section l l so that 
it would not be underlaid by an ore 
body 
according to the statement of 
John H. Hill, of Duluth, one of the 
owners of the west half of southwest 
of section l l , one of the properties be­ 
ing drilled by Gaylord & Guth for Mr. 
Crosby and his associates. Since the 
work of clearing the town site was 
commenced, 
however, 
the Rogers- 
Brown Ore Co., which has the east half 
of the northeast quarter of l l , and the 
Crosby interests have been putting 
down some union holes along the line 
between sections l l and 22. In these 
holes they found ore of good quality 
within 200 feet of the proposed plat. It 
has therefore been determined to drill 
the townsite carefully before platting, 
as Mr. Crosby does not wish to have his 
town suffer the fate of some of the 
Messaba range towns, which have had 
to be abandoned because of mining 
operations. 
Mr. Hill states that Mr. Crosby will 
grade the streets, put in cement side­ 
walks and make other improvements 
before putting any of the Iota of his 
new town on the market. At present 
Mr. Crosby is in Chicago to attend the 
national convention of cement workers 
and Jto consult Thomas A. Edison re­ 
garding the erection of ‘‘all cement" 
houses in the new town and it is al­ 
together probable that a number of 
them will be erected by the townsite 
company as soon as the town is platted. 
Mr. wHill also stated that the Crosby 
interests would commence work soon 
on the shaft for the Keating mine, as 
the property owned by Keating Haley 
(the wj of the ne* of ll) will beknown.

THE BACON HOG 
Owing to the fact that com is not 
grown in Northwestern Minnesota as 
safely and abundantly as barley and 
peas it has been considered more pro­ 
fitable to raise a bacon breed of hogs 
rather than the lard breeds. For this 
reason a bacon breed (The large im­ 
proved Yorkshire) has been raised ex­ 
clusively on the Experiment Farm. It 
is this breed that is raised so extensive­ 
ly and profitably in Canada and on pre­ 
cisely the same feed as is grown here 
in abundance, clover roots, Barley, peas 
and the by-product of the dairy skim 
milk. 
The method of raising pigs on the 
Experiment Farm is to have the sows 
farrow in March and April. A good 
clover pasture is provided and the young 
pigs are turned on this when weaned at 
from six weeks to two months old. In 
connection with the clover pasture 
they are fed skim milk and a little 
shorts, I lh. to 3 pigs per day. Sept. I 
barley and peas are added to the ration. 
For two months they are fed as much 
as they will eat, which generally brings 
them into prime condition for bacon. 
Their averaged dressed weight Nov. I 
is from 130 to 150 lbs. The average 
price for this kind of meat on the local 
market the past three years has been 
8} cents a pound. The cost of produc­ 
ing it, including the feed of the brood 
sows during the winter, has been 4} 
cents per pound, making a net profit of 
$4.00 per hundred. This profit may be 
considered good in hog raising in any 
section, even where corn is grown 
abundantly. 
It is possible in this section of the 
state by the use of clover pasture and 
skim milk, and by having the pigs 
cogie early in the spring and disposing 
of them as soon as they can be fattened 
after the pasture season in the fall, to 
raise pigs as profitable as anywhere in 
the state. The increased demand for 
choice bacon makes this subject of rais­ 
ing bacon pigs in connection with dairy­ 
ing in this section of Minnesota a mat­ 
ter worthy of consideration. 
The chief point to remember in rais­ 
ing pigs in this section of the state is 
that about the only feed that profit 
can be realized from is clover pasture 
and skim milk. The expensive grains 
will only finish the product that has 
been grown on the inexpensive pasture 
and by-product of the dairy. There­ 
fore aim to have the pigs come in early 
spring, and have a good pasture ready 
for them when they are ready for pas­ 
ture.

Nashville, Tenn., Feb. 25.—After a 
day replete with exciting incidents 
and interesting developments, the ses­ 
sion of the Cooper-Sharp trial for the 
murder of former Senator Carmack 
closed with the aged defendant, Colo­ 
nel D. B. Cooper, still upon the stand. 
The direct examination of the colonel 
lasted until nearly noon. Almost the 
first thing the state did on cross-ex­ 
amination was to announce that it 
would try to prove that Colonel 
Cooper was a defaulter to the extent 
of over $100,000 while clerk and mas 
ter of chancery of Maury county. This 
precipitated a bitter fight between 
counsel, during which some harsh 
words were used and much anger was 
displayed, despite the efforts of Judge 
Hart to hold the reins tightly. 
The state won a partial victory and 
straightway sprang another surprise. 
It resurrected some old legislative 
records concerning an investigation 
into the defalcation of State Treas­ 
urer M. T. Polk in the early eighties. 
It offered to prove that thousands of 
dollars of the state’s money was in­ 
vested by Polk with Colonel Duncan 
B. Cooper and others in a Mexican 
silver mine scheme, a Walnut Log 
scheme in North Carolina and a 
scheme to buy the Nashville Ameri­ 
can. 
Colonel Cooper admitted that there 
were irregularities in his office of 
clerk and master in chancery, hut said 
they were due to bad management, 
and poor bookkeeping and that every 
dollar was made good. He admitted 
that Polk was his partner in the ven 
tures named, but declared that he 
(Cooper) never handled a dollar of 
the money and had no knowledge that 
it was taken from the state’s strong 
box. 
Colonel Cooper made an excellent 
witness, but one hard to handle even 
by his own counsel. Repeatedly he 
urged Judge Anderson to let the state 
ask “any question on any subject,” 
and at times he answered over his 
own attorney’s objections. Now and 
then he displayed great heat, but he 
did not contradict himself upon any 
point. True, when court adjourned 
the cross-examination had reached 
only the commencement of the trou­ 
ble, the early edit .rials. 
It is likely from the length to which 
the state is going on with the colonel’s 
cross-examination, that the witness 
will be on the stand another entire 
day.

Always Lsft Trail of Bloodshed and 
Devastation After Hie Raide—C rown­ 
ed W ar Chief at Sixteen— Incident 
He Regarded as a Great Joke— His 
Feats of Endurance. 


As the chief of the warring Apache 
Indians of the southwestern territories 
in pioneer days Geronlmo, who recent­ 
ly died nt Fort Sill. In Lawton, Okla., 
gained a reputation for cruelty mid 
cunning never surpassed by that of 
any other American Indian chief. For 
more than twenty years he and his 
men were the terror of the United 
States, always leaving a trail of blood- dogs.

matic corps will march in the heads of 
the various departments. 
Next the 
vice president elect will be announced, 
and James 8. Sherman, the “Sunny 
Jim” of song and story, will march 
down the aiHle of the senate on the 
arm of Senator Frye. Then the show 
will really begin, for the secretary of 
the senate in his most official tone will 
announce “The president elect.”

After President Roosevelt enters the 
senate chamber Vice President Sher­ 
man will bo sworn in, call the new 
senate to order and deliver a short ad­ 
dress. 
Then all present, headed by 
the sorgoants-at-arras of the senate 
and house, instead of the marshals of 
the supremo court and District of Co­ 
lumbia, sis heretofore, will proceed to 
the temporary stand on the east por­ 
tico of the capitol. The same order of 
precedence will be followed, and that 
Is an excessively and sometimes pain­ 
fully Important point in the capitol, as 
that observed on entering the senate 
chamber. First will go the senate, led 
by the vice president; next the house 
of representatives, with your Uncle 
Joe in the van; then the supreme 
court, next the gorgeous and berobed 
diplomatic corps and finally the chief 
actors in the drama, William Howard 
Taft and Theodore Roosevelt, the ris­ 
ing and the setting sun.

weather behave Itself, especially in 
March. 
Chief of the Signal Service 
Willis Moore once promised an ideal 
day for an Inauguration, and it was 
ideal for farm hands. 
It rained from 
early morning till late at night. 
An 
inauguration is not like a baseball 
tame. It cannot be postponed because 
of wet grounds. 
The president elect 
must g«> to the bat and run the bases 
from tin* White House to the capitol 
and back again even if there is a bliz­ 
zard or a rainstorm that washes all 
tiie people out of Pennsylvania avenue. 
The weather of the District of Colum­ 
bia is not subject to the constitution. 
On March 1 it Is not only unconstitu­ 
tional, but is iu contravention of law 
and order, of religion and good morals, 
to say nothing of decorations and 
clot lies, for all of which reasons and 
others some well meaning reformers 
have tried to have the date of the In­ 
auguration changed. Vain effort! They 
did not know Washington. The Capi­ 
tal City is more of a stickler for prece­ 
dent, rod tape and custom than Lin­ 
coln Steffens is for civic righteousness. 
Everybody In Washington admits that 
the change ought to bo made, that the 
weather 011 the 4th of March is about 
the most depraved that it is on any 
possible date In the whole year, but 
the minute anybody proposes to do 
something about it old man Inertia 
gets In his work, and the reform hits 
the asphalt quicker than did Roose­ 
velt's simplified spelling. 
One cannot 
change anything in Washington except 
money, and he should do that on the 
quiet or some one will see it and take 
It way from him. 
There is only one 
redeeming feature about inauguration 
weather. 
It sometimes does good to 


rut ion are as bad us the weather, and 
that is putting it strong.

TERROR OF THE SOUTHWEST 


Alw ays Left Trail of Bloodshed and 
Devastation After H is Raid*— Crow n­ 
ed W ar Chief at Sixteen— Incident 
He Regarded aa a Great Joke— H is 
k Feats of Endurance. 


As the chief of the warring Apache 
Indians of the southwestern territories 
In pioneer days Geronimo, who recent­ 
ly died at Fort Sill, in Lawton, Okla., 
gained a reputation for cruelty and 
cunning never surpassed by that of 
any other American Indian chief. For 
more than twenty years he aud his 
men were the terror of the United 
States, always leaving a trail of blood­ 
shed and devastation. 
The old chief, 
who was nearly ninety years of age, 
was captured many times, but always 
got away aguilt until bis bual capture 
in 1880 by a small command of infan-1 gent to Fort Pickens and the squaws 
try scouts under Captain H. VV. Law- and papooses to Fort Marion. Fin. 
It 


gard of troublesome messages. 
Lawton aud Wood were placed in 
command of the scouts late in the sum­ 
mer of 1885. 
They asked permission 
to take a picked body of men into the 
hostile territory and endeavor to run 
down Geronimo. General Miles finally 
sent them off with many misgivings. 
There followed months of privation 
and hardships which were never for­ 
gotten by the men who went with the 
two young officers. 
They were gone 
nearly a year, General Miles often not 
knowing even where they were or 
whether or not they had been destroy­ 
ed by the enemy. On the night of Aug. 
20, 188G, the general was sitting at the 
telegraph instrument in the office at 
Wilcox, Ariz., waiting for dispatches, 
when the key suddenly clicked off the 
news that Geronimo and his men had 
been surrounded at the Junction of the 
San Bernardino and Baisclie rivers, 
near the Mexican border. 
Miles has­ 
tened there and met the chief on his 
way north under guard of Lawton. 
The old warrior was surrounded by 
about 400 bucks, squaws, papooses and 
dogs. 
They had little else than their 
blankets and lent poles. 
The people 
of the west demanded that lie be not 
allowed to go back to the reservation.

HE making of a president of the 
United States is a process con­ 
sisting of many ceremonies, 
covering approximately a year 
of time. First there are the party pri­ 
maries, county, district, state and na­ 
tional conventions, the notification of 
the candidates, the speeches and let­ 
ters of acceptance, the political cam­ 
paign, the popular election, the meet­ 
ing of the electoral colleges, the count­ 
ing of the vote and declaration of the 
result and the final culminating cere­ 
mony In the inauguration. This ought 
to be sufficiently impressive and long 
drawn out to make the incumbent real­ 
ize the importance of the position. 
William Howard Taft will be the 
twenty-sixth man to occupy the presi­ 
dency, although be will officially rank 
as the twenty-seventh, Grover Cleve­ 
land being counted twice because of 
the four year hiatus between bis two 
terms. 
When Mr. Taft takes the offi­ 
cial oath, It will be the thirty-sixth 
time that ceremony bas been per­ 
formed, ten of the presidents having 
been re-elected and therefore sworn iu 
twice. 
These were Washington, Jef­ 
ferson, Madison, Monroe, Jackson, Lin­ 
coln, Grant, Cleveland, McKinley and 
Roosevelt. 
The Taft induction into 
office will be only the thirty-first inau­ 
guration proper, however, since the 
five vice presidents who succeeded to 
the presidency had no regular iuaugu-

The program as given out shows 
that the supreme court bas got the 
best of the ambassadors aud will 
march in ahead, coming just behind 
the honorable speaker and the house 
of representatives. 
After the diplo­ 
matic corps will march in the heads of 
the various departments. 
Next the 
vice president elect will be announced, 
and James S. Sherman, the “Sunny 
Jim ” of song and story, will march 
down the aisle of the senate on the 
arm of Senator Frye. Then the show 
will really begin, for the secretary of 
the senate in his most official tone will 
announce “The president elect.” 
Ev­ 
erybody will, of course, arise, as ev­ 
erybody has before arisen to greet 
each illustrious body or functionary as 
it or be has entered the chamber. 
T aft will not be the last of the great 
arrivals, however.

All inaugurations are pretty much 
alike, except the weather. It is impos­ 
sible for any mere committee of ar­ 
rangements 
to 
make 
Washington 
weather behave itself, especially in 
March. 
Chief of the Signal Service 
Willis Moore once promised an ideal 
day for an inauguration, and it was 
ideal for farm hands. 
It rained from 
early morning till late at night. 
An 
inauguration is not like a baseball 
game. It cannot be postponed because 
of wet grounds. 
The president elect 
must go to the bat and run the bases 
from the White nouse to the capitol 
and back again even if there is a bliz­ 
zard or a rainstorm that washes all 
the people out of Pennsylvania avenue. 
The weather of the District of Colum­ 
bia is not subject to the constitution. 
On March 4 it is uot only unconstitu­ 
tional, but is In contravention of law7 
and order, of religion and good morals, 
to say nothing of decorations and 
clothes, for all of which reasons and 
others some well meaning reformers 
have tried to have the date of the In­ 
auguration changed. Vain effort! They 
did not know Washington. The Capi­ 
tal City is more of a stickler for prece­ 
dent, red tape and custom than Lin­ 
coln Steffens is for civic righteousness. 
Everybody in Washington admits that 
the change ought to be made, that the 
weather oil the 4th of March is about 
the most depraved that it Is on any 
possible date In the whole year, but 
the minute anybody proposes to do 
something about it old man Inertia 
gets in his work, and the reform hits 
the asphalt quicker than did Roose­ 
velt’s simplified spelling. 
One cannot 
change anything in Washington except 
money, and he should do that on the 
quiet or some one will see it and take 
it way from him. 
There is only one 
redeeming feature about inauguration 
weather. 
It sometimes does good to 
the soul to see the way it makes mon­ 
keys of the solemn functionaries W’ho 
have the thing in charge. 
They take 
themselves so seriously, there is so 
much fussiness about which official 
shall sit In which chair, and who shall

The most brilliant part of the inau­ 
gural program will come with the 
night. There will not only be the ba 
In the pension building, made dazzlir 
by the escort committee consisting of 
the handsomest man from each of the 
states, also several thousand oth^r 
more or less handsome people, but 
there will be decorations, arches, lights 
and bunting that will outdo even the 
famous Inaugural illuminations of the 
past. To cap all will be a fireworks 
display unique In all the history of the 
country, a star spangled banner un­ 
furled a thousand feet high, the word 
T-A-F-T written in letters of fire on 
the clouds and greeted by twenty-one 
aerial guns, a pillar of light a hundred 
feet In height that will give a daylight 
effect for miles, fire portraits of Taft 
and Sherman and, last and greatest of 
all, a “battle of the skies.” This will 
consist of a number of airships and of 
a miniature city 500 feet long and with 
lofty buildings, some of them a hun­ 
dred feet In height. The airships will 
meet In midheaven, bombard each 
other In realistic manner and crumple 
up under the onslaught. Others will 
drop bombs into the miniature city, 
which will take fire and burn with a 
mighty conflagration. 
Thus the path of the new president 
into the White House will be literally 
one of light.
